Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant pointed out that the difference betwene the present 
invention and that of Harriett 780, (the closest prior art), is that the layered material (smectite clay for example) is 
treated with an onium ion-liberating compound or coupling agent that results in increased spacing between the 
platelets of the layered material and allows for increased water absorption in the water-swelling composition. 
Comparative data in the specification shows unexpected improvement in water absorption for the present, versus 
comparative compositions. Applicant will provide a brief summary of the interview explaining the unexpected results 
achieved..
